In two ways citizens whose deep interest 


impels them to maintain personal contact with 
the beneficiaries of their own generosity, can 
render substantial aid to the whole program 
of which their individual efforts naturally lie- 
come a part. 


Those who know of cases where need exists, 


and who prefer that they be handled by 
or- 


ganized agencies, will serve the cause by send- 
ing the address of the needy family, with such 
information as they possess, to the Social Ser- 
vice Society, City Hal!, phone 891. This avoids j 
the danger that the family may be overlooked. | 


Those who are personally caring for the j 


Christmas needs of one or more families, can J 
serve by giving the name of the family or fam- .

tion, which is held sacredly personal by the

association, enables it to avoid duplication. 


If both of these requests are heeded, we

each family. 


And may we presume one further sugges- 


tion? If we have in mind the greatest good to 
the greatest number, we can hardly fail to be 
impressed by the argument that, broadly, best 
results are attained by the community P9licy 
of having all relief work carried on through 
the community agency. Give what you have to 
. the Social Service Society, and let its agents ad- 


minister it. The reason is that this agency has, 
in its confidential files, records of almost all 
cases of total or par.Ua! dependency in the city. 
It knows their history. It knows elements of 
weakness and strength. 
It knows where aid 


must be rendered frequently and judiciously to 
avoid a waste complex in the situation. It is 
"n the job always, and must carry on the prob- 
lem after the individual has left it 
with 
a 


Thristmas blessing. Broadly speaking, it has 
studied ways and means to such effect that it 
lias devised ways to make the given means go 
substantially further than can be clone by tho. 
individual philanthropist:

Often one encounters a feeling that there 


i< something too impersonal—almost 
institu- 


tional—about organi/ed relief. Some fear that 
tiif play of the child is neglected for an un- 
happy sort of comfort, and perhaps even that 
its spiritual side is ignored. This feeling is in- 
hfT.'U-d from times when relief agencies merited 
the accusation "f being hard-boiled, and so in- 
volvorljii red tape that administration absorbed 
the f u n d s and operated with ^the cold insensi- 
tivt-ness of a machine. 
But/ happily, 
that 


Period has passed, and \ve have now a policy 
v.'hich accepts each problem as a case to 
be 


v.'orked out with sympathy and patience in all 
it-s phases of temporary relief and permanent 
restoration to independence, bringing to 
its 


task all the practical methods and spiritual in- 


branded as remains of a decaying and 
healthy 
superstition 
unworthy 
of 
modern 


credence, as hostile to the doctrines of commun- 
ism and dangerous to the republic. And a 
campaign is to be undertaken to drive them out 
of existence. 
Apparently 
bolshevik 
school- 


teachers are to instruct their classes that there 
is no Santa Claus, and Christmas is just to be 
the 25th of December, or whatever it may hap- 
pen to be in the Russian calendar. 


Meanwhile Russian children starve along 


the Volga, Russian business is at a standstill, 
Russian1 money is worth about two cents 
a 


peck "heaped up, pressed down and running 
over," Russian factories fall to pieces in idle- 
ness, and Russia is without friends or standing 
in the world. It is a commentary of 
utmost 


significance on the doctrinaire nature of Rus- 
sia's present rulers that in the face of all these 
practical distresses, these concrete realities of 
suffering and mismanagement, the government 
should undertake a campaign to stamp out the 
pretty and harmless illusions of the holidays. 
Ideas, theories, are more to the Reds than food 
and facts. 
Admire them, for ..their stern con- 


sistency, their devotion to their crackbrained 
ideal—but pity the poor folks who must live in 
the country ruined and ridden by such scat- 
terbrains. 


Illusions, they say of Christmas and Eas- 


ter, and therefore to be stamped out. But what 
of the whole bolshevik theory of society ami 
government and production? Is that less illu-, 
sory, can that be any better proven than the 
Santa Clans myth? '[t has had some years of 
trial recently, and wherever itMias been thor- 
oughly tested it has thoroughly failed. What- 
ever success the bolsheviks have had in running 
Russia can be measured by the extent, to which, 
in any particular department, they have aban- 
doned the bolshevik theory and adopted 
the 


hated method of capitalism. Illusions are dy- 
ing in Russia, true enough, but one may well 
believe that the illusions which are vanishing 
are not th'ose the bolsheviks campaign against: 
The disappearing illusions are those 
in par- 


ticular cherished by the bolsheviks, the boot- 
strap notions of communism which 
were 
to 


make Russia a proletarian paradise. They have 
lost their gilt, they are crumbling from month 
to month, and even their originators no longer 
believe in them. 
We do not fear for Christmas and Easter, 


or for Santa Claus. They are illusions, per- 
haps, but they are valid illusions by which hu- 
ma'n beings infuse love and 
kindliness and 


fraternity into their relations with each other. 
They are old institutions, and 
well beloved. 


They will be alive long after bolshevism is a 
little understood curiosity of history. They 
have more vitality and staying power than the 
men who are opposing them, because they touch 
a chord deep clown in the nature of all of us 
that'nothing else can reach. Bolshevism, with 
its artificial theories, its complete misunder- 
standing of the essential springs of human con- 
duct, cannot last. It is a thing of the moment, 
a passing fantasy of a sick world. But 
the 


spirit of Christmas and Easter is older than 
civilization itself. It will endure while the race 
of men remains..
